GEORGIA STAGED 
NO 1928 LYNCHINGS, 
NEGRO BODY TOLD 


New York, December 28.—(4)—The 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People today 
announced a low record had been set 
this year for the 40-year period for 
which lynching statistics have been 
kept in the United States, The total 
to date was nine, as compared with 
175 ‘in 1889. 

James Weldon Johnson, secretary of 
the association, in commenting on the 
difference, said: 

“Of course, no result will be satis- 
factory until lynching has been en- 
tirely stamped out in this country and 
law, in every state in the union, is 
paramount over the murderous an- 
archy of lynching mobs.” 

The figures show, said Johnson, 
“that throughout the country, partic- 
ularly in the south, with the excep- 
tion of Mississippi, distinct progress 
is being made.” 

Georgia has had no lynchings this 
year, while Mississippi leads the coun- 
try with three mob killings. Louisiana 
and Texas follow with two each, 
and Missouri and New Mexico have 
one each. One of the victims was a 
Mexican and the others were all 
negroes.

SEEN AIDING U. 5 
IN EYES OF LATING 


Misunderstandings Re- 
moved by Trip, Some As- 
sociates of President- 
Elect Believe. 


BY JAMES L. WEST. 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

On Board U. 8S. S. Utah En Route 
Hampton Roads, December 28.—() 
The visit of President-elect Hoover 
to Latin America, in the judgment of 
some of his immediate associates, has 
served to remove a number of misun- 
derstandings, particularly as to the 
United States attitude on intervention 
of tariff policies. 

They believe more cordial relations 
will result as the Latin Americans 
now have had the opportunity to meet 
and know the president-elect and pre- 


sent their own viewpoints so as to 
enable him better to comprehend their 
aspirations and problems. 

The questions of intervention and 
tariff arose particularly in the Ar- 
gentine, where there has been .consid- 
erable propaganda, described as of 
foreign origin, against the United 
States. There has been some feeling 
of hostility against the United States 
in that country both over the tariff 
on corn and flax and on the Nic- 
araguan question. 


Better’ Understanding Seen. 


Mr. Hoover and his associates talked 
very trankly with President Yrigoyen 
and members of his cabinet on these 
subjects. They left with the feeling 
that at least the American viewpoint 
had been presented to the Argentines 
so that there will be a better under- 
standing of it than ever before. The 
president-elect, in his discussions with 
President Yrigoyen emphasized what 
has been his own viewpoint, that is 
that there is no policy on the part 
of the United States of intervention 
into the affairs of its sister republics, 
but a desire to be mutually helpful 
and to exchange ideas and suggestions 
for the benefit. of-all. 

Mr. Hoover explained further that 
when local conditions produced an- 
archy in any country the United 
States is naturally more interested 
than any other nation that such con- 
ditions should not reoccur. 

He called attention, however, to 
the fact that in cases of intervention 
for the protection of American life 
and property. the United States has 
withdrawn as soon as a stable govern- 
ment has been set up, and has asked 
nothing for itself in the way of terri- 
tory or even in repayment of the ex- 
penses and maintenance of its armed 
forces. He pointed out that this policy 
is anything but an exhibition’of im- 
perialistic design. 

The president-elect’s discussions on 
the tariff question with the Argentine 
officials were general, covering a wide 
range and dealing particularly with 
business and economic aspects. The 
president-elect made it clear that the 
United States has to protect its own 
markets for its own producers because 


of the situation resulting from war- | 


time overproduction. He further em- 
phasized that the United States tariff 
was not designed against Argentina 
but merely covered a general protec- 
tion policy similar to that toward 
other countries. 

Talk on Economic Subjects. 


During these discussions, which 
were described as on a most friendly 
basis, suggestions were made that the 
Argentine government translate some 
of its own exportable corn into cattle 
and hogs, and that the Argentine pro- 
duce more of the articles now import- 
ed, such as vegetable oils, as a means 
of improving dts own agricultural sit- 
uation. 

Since President-elect Hoover is 
known as an economist, it was natural 
that economic matters should be 
brought to his attention in a number 
of countries, from Costa Rica south 
to Chile and from Chile to Brazil. 

The Niciraguan canal was one of 
the subjects discussed both in Nic- 
aragua and Costa Rica. It is believed 
that a realization of that project is 
nearer as a result of the good will 
tour. President-elect Moncada, of Nic- 
aragua, was particularly interested in 
this subject, while the Costa Ricans 
have an interest in Fonseca bay, 
which under the canal treaty with 
Nicaragua would be used by the 
United States as a naval base.

McQuate said he based his charge 
against Heldman on a similarity in the 
conviction of D. C. Stephenson, of In- 
dianapolis, former Ku Klux Klan lead- 
er, of the death of Miss Madge Ober- 
holtzer in 1925. 

The coroner said that by Heldman’s 
“inhuman course the night of her 
death, if nothing more, she (his wife) 
was compelled to turn that gun upon 
herself.””’ As Stephenson was sentenced 
to life imprisonment for second degree 
murder upon his conviction of inhu- 
man treatment by refusing to aid Miss 
Oberho]tzer after she had taken poison, 
McQuate hopes to show that Held- 
man, by his threats and actions, was 
“morally responsible” for the death of 
his wife, 

McQuate said one of the statements 
to be used to show Heldman respon- 
sible for his wife’s death was his al- 
leged account that he told her she was 
‘headed for the electric’ chair for 
killing Fearn just a moment before 
she drew her gun and shot herself.

Heldman’s wife died from a bullet 
wound in her heart the night of De- 
cember 13. The young salesman said 
she took her life with the same gun 
she used the evening of December 6, 
when Fearn was called to the front of 
his home and felled with six shots 
fired from an automatic pistol. Held- 
man asserted he was bringing his wife 
here to answer for Fearn’s death, and 
that her death occurred in their auto- 
mobile just as they reached the out- 
skirts of Canton.

BROAD ST. URGED 


Construction Department 
Asks Whitehall Widen- 
ing and Rebuilding 
Mitchell Bridge. 


Extension of Broad _ street from 
Mitchell to Whitehall, widening of 
Whitehall street from Windsor to Mc- 
Daniel, rebuilding of the Mitchell 
street viaduct, and enlargement of 
Candler field are included in the re- 


quests for funds for 1929 which will 
be presented to Wiley lL. Moore, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
and B. Graham West, city comp- 
troller, today by the construction de 
partment. 

The Broad street extension, under 
assessment, will cost the city $124.- 
000, according to the estimates pre- 
pared by direction of W. A. Hansell, 
chief of construction. The proposed ex- 
tension would open up a new artery 
of traffie from the south into the busi- 
ness district, and would tend to elim- 
inate congestion on Whitehall and 
Forsyth streets, it is said. 

The city’s portion of the proposed 
Whitehall street widening, under as- 
sessment, would be $25,500, accord- 
ing to the figures prepared by the de- 
partment, 

The construction department re- 
quest for funds ealls for $240,000 for 
enlargement of Candler field. The plan 
for development of the field, prepared 
under direction of the aviation com- 
mittee of council, calls for grading 
of the landing surface and for exten- 
sion of the runways, as well as the 
laying of a concrete apron, and im- 
provement of the light, sewer and 
water service. 

The construction department alsu 
asked for $50,000 for widening of 
West Peachtree from Peachtree place 
to Pershing Points as the city's por- 
tion of the work, and for $210,000 for 
rebuilding of the Mitchell street via- 
duct.

CUMMEMORATED 
IN MANY SECTIONS 


Roosevelt and Mongen- 
thau Preside inNew York 
and Praise Idealism of 
War President. 


New York, December 28.—(/)— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, governor-elect 
of New York state and assistant sec- 
retary of the navy under Woodrow 
Wilson, told those gathered in New 
York for the Wilson memorial dinner 
tonight on the birthday of the war- 


time president that in hailing the war- 


time president as a great idealist the 
fact that he also was a great adminis- 
trator often was forgotten. 

The dinner, held at the Hotel Astor, 
memorial gathering 
Henry Morgenthau, 


former ambassador to Turkey, pre- 


sided. 

“During those years which have 
passed since the death of our great 
leader,” Mr. Roosevelt said, “the 
greater emphasis. in our thoughts of 
him has been placed on his idealism— 
on that quality which stirred the na- 
tion to its depths in the most critical 
period of world affairs. It is right 
that the principle emphasis should he 
placed on the idealism of Wilson be- 
cause it is that quailty which makes 
him, and will make him for all time 
an example for American presidents 
and indeed for all publi: servants. 

Has Business Record. 


“Rut there is the other side of Wil- 
son which we are apt to forget—a 
side for which due credit has never 
been rendered him. Woodrow Wilson 
was not an impracticable idealist—not 
a man only of vision as so — of his 
petty political opponents would have 
us believe. Those of us who served 
with him in the practical administra- 
tion of the nation’s affairs during 
these eight years can well bear 
ness to the-contrary. r oad 

“Woodrow Wilson was not a b 
ness man by training, but the whole 
record in Washinton is constant proof, 
first, that he knew how to pick subor- 
dinates, and second, that he himself 
kept in close and careful touch with 
the practical affairs of adininistering 
the government.” 

After praising those who served in 
Wilson’s cabinet individually, Mr. 
Roosevelt continued : 

“To continue the story of Wilson’s 
appointments to other posts, both in 
the cabinet and at the heads of the 
great war divisions hastily created in 
the emergency, would be like calling 
the roll of most of the famous busi- 
ness men in the United States. .. . 
You may say that these men came as 
a result of the war, but it is fair to

Parchman, Miss., December 28,— 
(P)—Hundreds of men, aided by an 
airplane and bloodhounds, searched in 
vain throughout the day ‘today for 
Charley Shepherd, negro trusty at the 
state prison farm here, wanted for 
the murder of J. D. Duvall, carpenter, 
sergeant at the farm and for the 
kidnaping and possible murder of his 
18-vear-old daughter, Ruth. 

Duvall, 55 or 60 years old, and the 
father of & children, was found slain 
on the floor of the dining room of 
his home early this morning when 
Mrs. Duvall investigated his absence. 
His throat had been slashed by a 
butcher knife and his head beaten 
with a hammer and ice pick. The 
weapons were lying nearby. 

Daughter Missing. 

Mrs. Duvall called to her daugh- 
ter, a high school student, and re 
ceiving no response, went to her room. 
Her bed had been occupied and on 
a dressing table was found a letter 
she had written to a friend last eve 


ning and a book she had been read- 
ing. but the girl was missing. There 
were blood stains on the bed, which 
L. T. Fox, superintendent of the state 
penitentiary, said appeared to have 
been caused by a bloody finger drawn 
across it. 

Fox believed that Shepherd, 41 
years old, serving a 20-year sentence 
for manslaughter, entered the Duvall 
home to do violence to Miss Duvall, 
and that her father, hearing a noise, 
investigated and was killed by the 
negro. Fox's theory is that Shep- 
herd then proceeded to the young 
woman’s room and carried her away. 
The rintendent said he was of 
the opinion she had been murdered,

“It would obviously be improper 
for me to express my opinion on the 
important questions which will be dis- 
cussed at the council meeting. Insep- 
erably linked with the calling of the 
high council, however, is the urgent 
matter of a constitutional change with- 
in the army. This change has been 
urged upon my brother for some years 
and is designed to place the govern- 
ment of the army on a broader basis. 

“The demand for the change has 
spread throughout the world and prac- 
tically every leading officer indorses 
the proposals. America, as always, 
has responded unanimously to my lead 
in the matter and with my five Amer- 
ican delegates we present an unbroken 
front in support of the change. It is 
inevitable that it should come. 

‘Meanwhile I would assure our hos} 
of friends and supporters in the United 
States that the Salvation army will

Coen’s Memory To Normal 


Macon, Ga., December 28.—(7)— 
After a mental lapse of three months, 
when he wandered from place to place 
without kaowing his name or his fami- 


ly, John Floyd Coen, 32 years old, 
of Pinehurst, Ga. Friday “found 
himself” when he gazed into a pair 
of brown eyes that were looking down 
upon him as he lay in bed in the 
Macon hospital. 

On Wednesday night Coen was 
blackjacked at the Macon Terminal 
station, robbed, and left for the am- 
bulance crew to carry him away. 

The following day Coen roused suf- 
ficiently to indicate that his name 
was J. F. Corn and to state that he 
had been robbed. He didn’t know 
where he belonged. 

“Where have I seen those eyes be- 
fore?” Coen «aid aloud as his hand 
was squeezed real tight by an attrac- 
tive little woman with curly bobbed 
auburn hair. 

Coen closed his eyes and thought 
real hard. 

His eyes opened as suddenly as they 
closed a few seconds later. “I remem- 
ber. 1 know it all now,” he exclaimed 
“You are my wife! Fannie Joe!” 

An intimate scene of demestic re- 
union followed. Both were happy. 
Coen had completely recovered from 
the head injury sustained at the Ter- 
minal station Wednesday night—at 
least he was well enough to insist 
on leaving the hospital. 

This afternoon he and his wife were 


on their way back to Pinehurst. The 
police have not been able to find his 
assailants. Coen left Pinehurst three 
months ago and in leaving the hospital! 
said that he could remember nothing 
between then and the time that he 
was “washing his hands in a place 
where there was lots of light.” It was 
in the Terminal station lavatory 
where he was struck down. 

“I’ve traveled a million miles in 
this bed.” said Coen. “And the dreams 
have been so strange.”

Reaching the ward where her hus- 
hand was a patient she ran to his 
hed and cried. “John! John!’

the growers thousands of dollars, prac- 
tically all of the pepper being bought 
by the canneries at Jackson and Grif- 
fin.. which will contract to buy all 
that is grown in middle Georgia next 
year. 

The the soil in this part of the 
state is admirably adapted to the 
growing of pimiento peppers is indi- 
cated by the fact that the growers last 
season experienced no difficulty in 
disposing of their crop. at fancy 
prices, and the pepper was said to be 
of as fine quality as that grown any- 
where. 

Because of the difficulty and un- 
certainty of profitably growing cot- 
under boll weevil conditions, a 
large number of Monroe county farm- 
ers expect,.they say, to experiment 
next year with the growing of rice, 
tebacco, and sunflower seed. A big 
acreage will be planted in each crop 
and many planters expect to raise 
more than enough rice and tobacco for 
their own consumption. Several farm- 
ers plan to ship sunflower seed in car- 
load lots, Last season, several farm- 
ers grew the seed under contract and 
realized big profits.

The Doctors Dick, having proved 
that one may be infected with scarlet 
fever and develop the characteristic 
sore throat, etc., yet not a rash, suc- 
ceeded in showing a few years later 
that the identical Streptococcus that 
will produce scarlet fever in one indi- 
vidual may produce a_ septic sore 
throat without a rash in another in- 
dividual and no illness at all in a 
third individual who happens to have 
sufficient immunity against the germ. 
Still later the Dicks found that 
persons who volunteered for experi- 
ment developed acute sore throat and 
tonsillitis, with fever, malaise, head- 
ache, leucocytosis (increase in the 


white blood corpuscles in the blood), ! 


the illness coming on 44 to 46 hours! 


after inoculation and lasting three or 
four days—corresponding closely with 
natural searlet fever in this respect. 
The inoculations were made with cul- 
tures of hemolytic Streptococci iso- 
lated from the skin of a patient suf- 
fering with erysipelas. In each case 
cultures taken from the patient's 
throat at the height of the illness 
showed the same strain 
coccus as that isolated from the skin 
of the erysipelas patient, but none of 
these volunteer subjects had erysip- 
elas. 

The question 
Streptococcus that pollutes the milk 
from a cow with inflammation of the 
udder will produce’ typical scarlet 
fever in persons who drink the milk, 
as we are reasonably sure it produces 
septic sore throat. Clinica! observa- 
tion seems to indicate that natura! 
scarlet fever may arise from this 
source in some instances.

Geneva. December 28.—(#)—The 
preparatory commission for a disarma- 
conference has been convoked 
to meet at Geneva on April 15. 

The convocation was announced to- 
day by President Loudon, of the pre- 
paratory commission after he had 
ascertained that the various countries, 
including the United States, had no 
obligations to the date.

Enforcement will continue along 
present lines regardless of the recent 
ruling by a Philadelphia federal judge 
that under certain circumstances a 
buyer is equally guilty with the seller, 
both Assistant Secretary of Treasury 
Lowman and Prohibition Commission- 
er Doran said. 

“We are greatly pleased over the 
decision,” Lowman commented, “but 
we cannot make use of it until it 
has been threshed out in the higher 
courts.” 

Doran expressed belief the decision 
might make an éffective enforcement 
weapon if the United States supreme 
eourts holds it. Prosecution of large 
transactions will be easier. 

member of the prohibition bu- 
reau's legal staff said the decision 
could: not be used in the case of a 
simple sale where no question 0: 
transportation is involved. 
Small Buyers Immune. 

“In other words,” the attorney ex- 
plained, “a purchaser can go to a 
bootlegger and buy liquor without 
danger of conviction on conspiracy 
eharges, unless it involves a large 
transaction. 

“A buyer also can call a bootlegger 
and say, ‘I want a pint or a quart 
with equal freedom of arrest. 

“IT am sure the decision is sennd 

legally but as I understand it, the 
decision involves’ only transportation 
on a large scale. The buyer, who was 
eonvicted, conspired for the transpor- 
tation of a large amount of liquor 
from Philadelphia to New York. He 
made arrangements for the shipments 
and therefore was guilty of conspira- 
ey.” 
'“M. D. Keefer. special assistant to 
Attorney-General Sargent, expressed 
the opinion that conspiracy charges 
apply only to cases where the pur- 
chaser gives specific instructions for 
transportins liquor. . 

“The man who orders liquor by tele- 
phone cannot be prosecuted for con- 
spiracy unless he provides or directs 
a-certain mode or route of transporta- 
“tion,” he said. 

Not Te Use Decision. 


An Anti-Saloon deagne official ex- 
pressed the opinion that the decision 
would not be used against the pint and 
quart purchaser. 

“The conspiracy clause was 
enacted for the purpose of apprehend- 
ing the pint purchaser, but is solely 
to stop large transactions,” the dry 
official said. 

This man, who has been in the inner 
councils of the Anti-Saloon league tor 
more than fifteen years, explained why 
the eighteenth amendment did not in- 
clude the purchase of liquor. The 
amendment simply prohibits the manu- 
facture, sale or transportation § of 
liquor, not mentioning purchase. 

“Those who drafted the amendment 
were afraid that to include the pur- 
chase of liquor might involve too many 
legal technicalities on the infringe- 
ment of individual rights. For this 
reason the purchaser was omitted from 
the amendment,” he said. 

Senator Sheppard, Texas democrat, 
author of the prohibition amendment, 
declined to predict whether the ruling 
might lead to legislation making the 
purchaser of liquor equally guilty with 
the seller in all transactions. 


Want High Court Decision. 


“There is no telling what the su- 
preme court will do with the decision,” 
he said, “but. from my knowledge of 
both the prohibition law and the con-

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spiracy law, I believe the judge was | 


correct in his ruling.” 

A member of the Methodist board of 
prohibition, temperance = and

Those who have studied the decision 
pointed out the federal judge agreed 
the purchase of liquor is not an of- 
fense under the prohibition laws.

“We agree that the mere purchase 
of liquor is not an offense, under the 
national prohibHion act, and that the 
purchaser cannot be convicted of aid- 
ing and abetting the sale. Further, we 
will assume. without deciding, that 
where there is nothing in the case but 

_a simple sale~the purchaser cannot be 
convicted of conspiracy with the seller 
to make the sale; though it may be 
noted that the supreme court of the 
United States in the United States vs. 
Katz, 271 U. &. 354, went no further 
than to say that such an indictment 
would be of donbtful validity.”

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Limitless Space Has Limits, 


Light Keeps Within Universe, 
Astronomical Society Is Told 


New Conception Advanc- 
ed by Dr. Walter S. 
Adams’ Development of 
Einstein’s Relativity 
Theory.

New York, December 28.—(?)—A 
discovery interpreted as meaning that 
limitless space has some sort of lim- 
its was.anpounéed today before the 
American Astronomical society meet- 
ing with the American association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

Light, it was suggested, travels in 
a’ “closed universe’ and not on and 
on indefinitely. This new concept is 
a development of the Einstein theory 
of relativity. 

The discovery which brought out 
the startling concept was made with 
the world’s largest telescope, the 
100-inch reflector on Mount. Wilson 
Obseryatory in California, and was 
announced in a paper sent in by Dr. 
. Walter S. Adams, director of the 
observatory. 

Nebula Recently Seen. 


“A few weeks ago,” Dr. Adams 
wrote, “a small spiral nebula near 
one of the poles of the milky way 
was observed with the 100-inch re 
flector on Mount Wilson. It is very 
faint, and part of one of the most 
distant obpects within range of pres- 
ent telescopes. It was found to be 
moving away from the earth at the 
amazing rate of nearly 2,500 miles 
pr second, nearly double the velocity 
of any cosmical object so far ob- 
served.” 

Dr. Adams was not present. But 
when his paper was read the story 
of its significance “broke’ in com- 
'ments by other astronomers. The 
question they asked was: 

Is.this speed real, or is it something 
else? 

_ For Dr. Adams’ figures agreed with 
what had been expected of the “seem- 
ing speed” of so distant an object. 
If this is not real speed, but the mys- 
terious “something else’ ’ that has 
been puzzling astronomers, it is_ex- 
plained as the “closed universe.’ That 
is to say, if a person could start out 
to travel, like light, through space, he 
would find himself proceeding much 
as if on the surface of the earth, so 
that he would come back ultimately 
to his starting point. The nature of 
this light bending is not fully under- 
stood, but the discovery is hailed as of 
great significance. 

“Crumbling of Space.” 


Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of 
Harvard observatory, explained this 
theory.by saying: 

“The measured velocity of 2,500 
miles a second is, I believe, not a 
measure of actual motion, but more 
probably a measure of ‘crumbling of 
space’—a relativity effect. 

“This faint spiral nebula, or out- 
side galaxy, is the remotest object for 
which measures have been attempted. 
One of the deductions from the gen- 
eral theory of relativity is that the 
space-time universe is ‘finite but un- 
hounded,’ and that very distant ob- 
jects should show a spurious velocity 
of recession.” (Of flight away from 
the earth’s position.) 

Dr. Shapley then referred to meas- 
urements made at Harvard on near- 
er nebulae, to illustrate how their 
lower velocities fitted with the Mount 
Wilson discovery of higher speed of 
the nebula that is farther away. 

The galaxies (star clusters) of the 
comavirgo group, which are ten mil- 
lion light years distant, (a light year 
is the distance light travels in one 
year at 186,000 miles a second) ap- 
pear to show this pseudo-velocity to 
the amount of several hundred miles 
a second. The object now measured 
at Mount Wilson is probably five or 
ten times as distant, and seems to 
show decisively the relativity effect 
of a “closed” universe. 

The new information about the ac- 
tion of light, came as an unexpected 
part the program of “physics day” 
of the association, which was finished 
tonight with a talk by Dr. Arthur 
Compton, of the University of Chi- 
eago, on “What Is Light?”

ARCHEOLOGICAL RESEARCH ASSURED 


Fund To Study Early Man 


Get 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 28,— 
(P)—An endowment for teaching and 
archeological research at tle Oriental 
institute of the University of Chicago 
was announced tonight by James 
Henry Breasted, retiring president of 
the American Historical association. 

Addressing the general meeting of 
the association Dr. Breasted said he 
was authorized to announce “the Ori- 
ental institute is assured a splendid 
new building, an annual grant which 
ensures the maintenance of its re- 
search projects for the next 10 years 
and an endowment for teaching which 
will enable the institute to call to 
its ranks a group of the leading ori- 
entalists and historians of the world.” 
He said the amount of the endowment 
could not be made public at this time. 

“The purpose of the Oriental in- 
stitute is to contribute to the under- 
standing of human life by furnishing 
fuller knowledge of the stages and 
processes of the long development by 
which we have become what we are, 
he said. “This purpose involves us 
primarily in the task of recovering a 
whole group of lost civilizations in the 
Near Fast, where arose the civiliza- 
tion which we of the west have in- 
herited. 

“The same reasons which make re- 
search in astronomy or medicine per- 
manent, apply wth equal logic to the 
investigation of early man, and in 
this field the Oriental institute is the 


first laboratory organized for the 
study of man and especially his early 
career, 

“Henceforth we shall be able for 
the first time to look upon the in- 
stitute as a permanent agency for sav- 
ing and interpreting to the modern 
world the vast body of perishing hu- 
man records which still lie scattered 
far across the distant lands of the 
ancient Near East. 

“It is appalling to behold these 
priceless memorials of man’s past rap- 
idly perishing with every passing year. 
The monuments of the ancient east 
are calling for :. new crusade, and the 
task of saving them for science is 
the greatest responsibility confront- 
ing the historian anywhere in the 
whole range of historical research. 

“The new view of the unity of the 
human career is perhaps the greatest 
achievement of historical study since 
it gained a place analogous to natural 
science,

Hundreds of houses which are again 
saturated will most probably collapse 
should a severe frost set in before 
their walls have dried out. In any 
case, several villages will not be habit- 
able before spring. 

Two battalions of soldiers have been 
sent on special trains to strengthen 
the dykes and repair the breaches. 
Food, clothing and bedding are being 
rushed in Red Cross cars to provide 
for the most urgent ne@is of the 
stricken population.

BROADCASTING TALENT 


COSTS © MILLION YEAR 


New York, December 28—(4)—Pres- 
entations from studios of the National 
Broadcasting company in the past 
year cost $5,000,000 for talent alone, 
said Merlin Hall Aylesworth, presi- 
dent of the company, in a coast-to- 
coast radio address tonight. 

In addition, the rental for wires to 
carry the programs to associated 
stations totaled $2,000,000, he said. 


“In America,” he continued, ‘We 
have something like 700 radio sta- 
tions. If they were to be financed 
on the British license basis—and at 
the same expenditure per station—it 
would cost the listeners of Americus 
approximately $192,0090,000 in radio 
taxes, or from $15 to $20 a year tax 
on every owner of a radio set. 

“As a matter of fact, in this ¢oun- 
try we try to raise the money pain- 
lessly. . In America we obtain our 
financial support in the same way as 
does our sister industry—the publi- 
cation business. That is, by making 
available a certain proportion of space 
or time for the printed or spoken mes- 
sages of commercial concerns. In 
other words, advertising. 

“Revenue derived from advertising 
is the financial life-blood of every un- 
subsidized newspaper or magazine. 

“And that is exactly what we do in 
radio. We allocate a certain propor- 
tion of our time to commercial insti- 
tutions for presentation of programs 
which include advertising. 

“Of course, the advertising on the 
air and. the advertising by publica- 
tions are entirely different in charac- 
ter. They do not duplicate each other 
in any way. Neither performs the 
functions of the other. 

“Newspaper and magazine 
not been disturbed, in fact, a com- 
plete survey would show that they 
have experienced increased circula- 
tion and greater prosperity as a result 
of radio-broadcasting.”

COOLIDGE 10 ADHERE 
TU WORLD RADIO PACT 


BY MARTIN CODEL, 
(Copyright, 1928, by the North American 
Newspaper Alliance.) 
Washington, December 28.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge will soon proclaim 
American adherence to the interna- 
tional radio-telegraph convention, the 
first world-wide agreement governing 
the international uses of radio. Drawn 
up in Washington late in 1927 at a 
conference of 79 governments, _ the 
treaty goes into effect January 1. 
1929, for each of the signatory na- 

tions that have ratified it. 

The president's proclamation is a 
diplomatic form which states our ad- 
herence to the treaty, gives it the ef- 
fect of law and enjoins the nation to 
obey it. The United States senate 
was first to ratify the document, and 
the country’s radio administrations 
have cleared the way for every branch 
of American radio to conform. Simi- 
lar action has been taken in Canada. 
whose parliament was second = to 
ratify. 

State department records reveal 
that only 19 of the 79 signatory states 
have ratified the treaty so far. Re- 
posing in the department's archives 
are the final documents from _ the 
United States, Canada, Holland. 
Dutch East Indies, Dutch Guiana. 


| Norway, Denmark. Belgium, Belgian 


Congo, Great Britain and Austria, 
named in the order of receipt. Noti- 
fication that the ratifications are en 
route have been received from Italy. 
France. Germany. Japan. Sweden.

The story concerns the days when 
the Duke of Burgundy was beseiging 
Louis XI in Paris. As the play opens, 
the vagabonds, assembled in the Fir 
Cone Tavern, await their leader, Fran- 
cois Villon, a desperado and a poet. 
Louis XI, entering in disguise, hears 
the vagabonds exchange dark secrets, 
and sees them give Villon a noisy 
welcome. The poet explains his late- 
ness by saying he followed a beautiful 
lady to chufch. He sent her a poem, 
but was beaten by her guards for his 
insolence. 

Then, unaware of the presence of 
Louis XI, he tells what he would do 
if he were King of Franee. The crowd 
goes to another room, and Katherine 
de Vaucelles, the king’s kinswoman, 
enters. Villon recognizes in her the 
woman he followed to church. She 
tells him Thibaut d’Aussigny, grand 
marshal of France, plots to betray 
Paris to Burgundy, for which the duke 
has promised the hand of Katherine, 
with her lands as dower. 

She asks Villon to kill Thibaut, and 
when the latter enters, Villon.wounds 
him in a duel. The watch: arrests 
the poet in the king’s name, but Louis 
intervenes. ‘To satisfy a whim, Louis 
has Villon drugged and taken to the 
palace, dressed in fine clothes, and 
made grand marshal of France. The 
king proposes a bargain: Villon is to 
be grand marshal of France for one 
day, but must hang on the morrow 
unless he ean win the hand of Kath- 
erine. Villon accepts the offer. 

His first task is to judge his friends, 
arrested with him. After setting them 
free, he makes love again to .Kather- 
ine, who gives him her heart. He 
also foils Thibaut’s plot to kidnap the 
king. When Katherine, learning his 
true identity as the vagabond poet of 
the tavern, turns from him, he assem- 
bles his gang of vagabonds and sets 
out«to fight the Duke of Burgundy. 
Returning victoriously at the head 
of his motley army, he finds a scaffold 
awaiting him. In front of the gibbet 
he presents King Louis with the 
trophies taken from the Burgundians, 
offers his life in accordance with the 
king’s bargain; and mounts the scaf- 
fold. 

When the mob shouts its protest, 
the king declares Villon may go free 
if another will take his place. Finally, 
Katherine, realizing she loves him, 
offers to die in his stead. At Villon’s 
refusal, she proposes to marry him, 
for by so doing he will become her 
vassal and thus be out of the jurisdic- 
tion of King Louis. .The poet is 
freed, and the king gives his blessing.

Pop Warner, coach of Stanford university, is charged with 
contemplating proposing the weirdest change of all.

The plan, as | read it, is to change 
the system of scoring games by eliminating credits for the touchdowns 
and the points after touchdown and allowing one point for each first 
down. 

This would eliminate the melodrama of the last stand on the one- 
yard line and the final swarming across the line with the touchdown. In 
fact, according to this plan, the matter of scoring a touchdown would not 
count unless, of course, the scoring included the making of a first down. 
It would reduce the game to an accumulation of yardage made by rushes 
and the yardage would not count for anything unless it was accumulated 
ten yards at a time. 

lf the game is to be a contest of yardage it does seem a bit unfair 
that yardage should count only when it results in first downs.

Hudkins Gets 


Decision Over 


Rene de Vos 


Belgian Fighter Battles Hard 
To Outpoint .American in 
Furious Bout.

New York. December 28.—()—Ace 
‘Hadkins, the Nebraska wildeat.. lived 
up to his reputation as a_ slashing 
slugger tonight when he gained a close 
decision over Rene Devos, hard-hitting 
Belgian middleweight, in a spectacular 
_ten-round match at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Hudkins won by the ancient and 
simple expedient. of ont-clouting the 
Belgian in a bont that was fought 
at an astonishingly furious as well as 
exciting pace from start to finish. The 
Nebraskan with the corn-colored hair 
and flailing fists kept on top of his 
rival in nearly every round but he 
was hard pressed to withstand a great 
rally by the Belgian in the eighth and 


ninth rounds. 


Bristling Rounds, 


After ten bristling rounds, in whieh 
persistent. punching was 
matched against Devos’ sharper. clean- 
er hitting. the Nebraskan gained the 
official decision only through votes 
of the two judges. Both agreed on the 
Ace after the referee. Lou Maznolia, 
voted the battle a draw. 

There was considerable booing as 
a good share of the crowd, as well as 
many of the ringside critics, appeared 
to agree with the referee that a draw 
would have been a fair verdict, but en 
the Associated Press score sheet Hud- 
kins was accorded the edge in five 
rounds and Devos in four, with one, 
even. 

The crowd of 18,000 customers who 
contributed to a “gate” of $74,505.59, 
its biggest thrill in the ninth 
round when Devos had Hudkins bleed- 
nnder a series of sobid 
and smashes to the head, 

Weathers Storm. 
This was the nearest either battler 
Hudkines, 
however, not only weathered the storm 
but emerged in the tenth with so fr- 
rious an aitack that he ehecked thre

Hudkins won the tenth round by a 
shade and the fight along with it for 
there appeared little or no difference 
on points as they went into the final 
flurry of gloves. 


Fight in Detail. 


Hudkins rushed inte action burying

he swung both fists. Devos broke 
ami speared Ace with a selid 
right to the chin, but Hudkins clouted 
his rival with a roundhouse swing 
at the bell. Rene clipped the Ace 
time he broke away from the 
Wildeat’s grasp in the second round 
a it was mostly a head-towhead af- 
air.

Devos, after abandoning a brief long 
range attempt. sailed back in and eut- 
punched Hnodkins in the fifth. The 
Wildeat appeared a trifle tired. but 
came out for the sixth with a char- 
neteristic rush. He stung the Bel- 
sian with a looping left and had Devos 
giving ground under a two-fisted bar-

Pace “s Furious.

Hudkins continued to 
force the fight. slashing and uppercut- 
ting, but the Belgian eountered sharp- 
ly and had the Ace bleeding from the 
mouth. Devos staged a rally in the 
eighth, clippin Hudkins savagely 
with short hooks

ninth. Devos Staggered the Nebras- 
kan and had him bleeding a stream 
from a slashing attack. ‘The Ace was 
groggy and badly battered at the bell.

New York, December 28.—(/)— 
Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

With seasonal conditions ruling the 
trend has been toward quiet in all 
lines, but especially to retail trade and 
in industre, which are still, however, 
relatively more active than a year 
ago.

New York, December 28.—Trading 
on the New York commodity markets 
in rubber, coffee and sugar, silk, 
metals, cocoa and cotton during 1928 
probably was the heaviest in history, 

Developments include plans of seye 
eral of the exchanges to study pro- 
posals to list securities of producers 
and affiliated companies: The New 
York Cotton Exchange already hag 
well advanced plans to this end. Gen- 
erally the proposals have been receiv- 
ed with approval, due largely to the 
fact that trading in such securities 
would enable the companies to do their 
own financing within their own trade 
and would greatly expand the mar 
ket for their stocks and bonds. 

The New York Produce Exchange 
opened a department for securities 
trading late in the year, although it 
created a general securities market 
rather than a market for the stocks 
and bonds of companies products of 
which are traded on this exchange. 

Other important developments were 
the advance in prices of memberships 
to the highest levels in history, seats 
on virtually every exchange establish- 
ing new records, and the opening of 
two new markets, the Naiional Silk 
Eixchange and the National Metal Ex- 


Coffee Far Ahead. 


Sales of sugar on the New York 
Coffee and Sugar Exchange totaled 
15,000,000 tons, exceeding any other 
year except 1927. Sales of coffee ran 
o0 per cent ahead of 1927. Volume 
of sugar trading was hampered some- 
what by Cuban crop restriction meas- 
ures, but the turnover represented 
more than half the world sugar pro- 
duction of 25,250,101 tons, the larg- 
est in several years. Sales of coffee 
were benefitted by admission to trad- 
ing of the new “D” or Santos, con- 
tract, expanding opportunities for 
hedging in the increasingly popular 
“mild” coffees. 

Total transactions on the rubber 
exchange exceeded 400,000 tons, or 
about the same as American consump- 
tion. Sales on the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange, never’ made public, 


1927. Trading in tin increased in 
volume with the opening of the Na- 
tional Metal Exchange in November, 
with daily sales almost double those 
of the old New York Metal Exchange, 
The same was true of trading in silk 
after the National Silk Exchange was 
opened in September, New York Cocoa 
exchange sales exceeded 500,000 tons, 
or more cocoa than the world pro- 
duces in a year. 
Coffee Ruled Higher. 


Coffee prices ruled substantially 
higher then in 1927 despite an in- 
crease of nearly 3,000,000 bags in 
production. Prices under the “A” 
eontract ranged from 12.90 cents in 
January to 16.46 cents in October, 
both for December delivery. “D” 
contract prices ranged between 18c a 
pound in January to 23.50 cents in 
July, also for December deliveries. 
Sugar prices, however, were lower 
than at any time in five years. The 
highest was 3.12 cents a pound in 
January and the lowest 1.91 cents in 
November, both for December deliver- 
ies. 

Cotton prices fluctuated widely, 
acute depression in the cotton textile 
industry early in the year and liguida- 
tion of cotton withheld from the mar- 
ket during the decline of late 1927 
culminated in February with the 
vears low price of 17 cents a pound. 
Spring rains and fears of erop dam- 
age brought the price to the years 
high of 22.75 cents. 

Rubber Drops to 18c.

In 
the best banking circles here the belief 
is that the stock market will make a 
mistake in counting on anything lower 
for call money than 8 or possibly 7 
per cent for some time to come. This 
belief is’ based on the existing rates 
for time money which tell more than 
the call rate about underlying funda- 
— conditions in the money mar- 

eT. ” 

Today the advertised rate for four 
to six months’ money is 7 1-2 per cent; 
for loans running 90 days 73-4 per 
cent, and for 30-day accommodation 
81-2 per cent.. From trustworthy 
sources it is learned that borrowers 
with high credit are paying even high- 
er than the published rates, as much 
as 8 per cent for long-time term money 
on good collateral, These high rates for 
time money are saying something that 
should be heeded by those who are ex- 
pecting easy call money in the near 
future. Today the stock market is 
financing not far from 90 per cent of 
its requirements through call money, 
something abnormal. If call money 
continued indefinitely around 8 or 7 
per cent, how long can traders go on 
paying that rate to carry long stocks 
on margin having an income return 
around 4 per cent or less’? 
_Icxplanation for the existing high 
time money rates is found in today’s 
reserve ratio of 61.6 against 64.5 a 
week ago and 84 a year ago of the 12 
federal reserve banks, the lowest fig- 
ure since August of 1921 and in the 
latest available figures of all report- 
ing member banks showing total loans 
and investments at $22,818,000.000 
against total deposits of only $20,553,- 
000,000.

A shattered romance is blamed for the 
shooting of Randall Metts, 21 years 
old, son of a Berrien county farmer, 
and the arrest of Della May Ray- 
field, 19 years old, member of a promi- 
nent family who lives on an adjoinin;

Aceording to the story told by the 
girl to Sheriff N. N. Hughes, whe 
took her into custody, the girl way- 
laid the youth and emptied two bul- 
lets into his back because he rejected 
her after a courtship between the two 
of over a year’s duration. She toid 
the officer that she saw Metts and 
his father pass her house on the way 
to visit a neighbor and she secured a 
pistol and hid in some bushes by the 
side of the road and waited for thei 
return. When they were _ several 
yards passed her she stepped into ihe 
road und fired twice. Both bullets 
took effect in the youth’s back and 
ranged upward and doctors have littie 
hope of his recovery, 

Following the shooting, accordiiy 
to the girl's mother, Della May re- 
turned home and was greatly agitated. 
The mother saw her daughter acting 
strangely end. “inte her wedt 
room in tinie, she said, to snateh a 
pistol from her hand as the gir! at- 
tempted to shoot herself. The womun 
said she hid the weapon and returned 
just in time to frustrate her daugh- 
ter’s second attempt to end her life. 
She had secreted a shot gun and had 
the weapon placed to her head when 
the mother entered the room and 
wrested the gun away from her 
daughter, the mother related. 

The girl blames the whole affair on 
her shattered. romance. She and Metts 
had been sweethearts for over a year, 
she said. When he told her their 
courtship was at an end, she did aot 
want to live any longer and did not 


want anyone else to have him, she 
declared. 

The girl is being held pending the 
cutcome of the youth’s condition and 
she will be arraigned at a preliii- 
nary hearing at a later date. She is 
being held without bond. 


LINCOLN LETTERS 
HUW LOST LOVE 


Epistles, Written to 
Fiancee From Spring- 
field, Reveal President 
As Too Solicitous Lover.

Three love letters of Abraham Lin- 
coln to Mary S. Owens, of Kentucky, 
who rejected his proposal of marriage 
because he “was deficient in those 
little links which make up the chain 
of a woman's happiness” have been 
uncovered here and in St. Joseph, 
'Mo., and will be published under 
in the Sunday edition of 
the Kansas City Star. 

The letters are in the possession 
of descendants of Mary S. Owens, who 
Jesse Vineyard and set- 
_tled near Weston, Mo, They were 


brought to light accidentally by A. B. 
McDonald of The Star staff after be- 
ing lost for years to historians, who 
knew of their existence but not of 
their whereabouts. 

The correspondence, in -which Lin- 
‘eoln held himself bound to keep his 
or to re- 
lease her if she-did not care to share 
his poverty, followed an effort hy 
Mrs. Bennet Abel, sister of Miss 
Owens, to bring them together, after 
the death of Ann Rutledge, said to 
have been Lincoln's first love. The 
sister took Miss Owens to live with 
her in New Salem, II. 

incoln Hesitant Lover. 

Lincoln at the time was a member 
of the Illinois legislature and his let- 
ters to Miss Owens reveal him as a 
hesitant lover, rather awed by the 
brilliant girl from Kentucky. 

The first of the letters, written 
December 13, 1836, from Vandalia, 
Ill., where the legislature was meet- 
ing, is in the possession of Mrs. Jesse 
J. Vineyard, Kansas City, widow of 
a grandson of Mary Owens. It told 
of the fight to remove the state cap- 
itol to Springfield and Lincoln ended 
with a plea: 

“Write back as soon as you get 
this, and, if possible, say something

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Construction of the six-story South- 
‘ern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Co.'s

The structure planned for the pres- 
ent will be used to house the toll de- 
partment of the company and offices 
connected with the long distance serv- 
ice.

RULING OF JUDGES 
BASED ON BY-LAWS

Humphries Will Set Time 
of Election as Soon as 
Decision of Higher Tri- 
bunal Reaches Him. 


In a sweeping decision covering all 
phases of litigation by two groups over 
the presidency of the Atlanta Wom- 
an's club the state supreme court late 
Saturday ruled that another election 
must be held to decide the presidency, 
and held that neither Mrs. John R. 
Hornady nor Mrs. Charles Goodman, 
leaders of the two opposing sides, is 
entitled to hold the office of president 
until such special election is held. 

It was held by the court that Judge 
John D, Humphries erred in granting 
an injunction to Mrs, Goodman and 
her supporters restraining Mrs. Hor- 
nady from serving as president, and 
also held that quo warranto proceed- 
ings sought by the Hornady party 
should not have been dismissed, but 
should have been granted. It was 
ruled that the trial judge should have 
sustained demurrers to the injunction. 
The opinion was written by Judge D. 
A. R. Crum, of Cordele, one of five 
superior court judges, who sat in the 
case in plaee of members of the su- 
preme court who were disqualified be- 
cause of their wives’ interest in the 
elub fight. Chief Justice Richard B. 
Russell was the only member of the 
regular court to sit in the case, and 
he concurred in the decision, Judge 
W. E. Thomas, of Valdosta, concurred, 
while Judge C. E. Roop, of Carroll-' 
ton, concurred specially. Judges W. 
W. Stark, of Commerce, and James 
Maddox, of Rome, dissented. 

Decision Based on Rules. 

The decision of the court was based 

on the interpretation of the rules of 


the Atlanta Woman’s club. The court 
held that the club’s rule that nomi- 
nations for the presidency could be 
made at any time from the floor was 
a valid rule. It was held further 
that this by- law was “adopted in due 
solemnity” and took precedence over 
special election rules adopted at the 
May meeting of the club under which 
Mrs. Goodman was declared elected. 
Mrs. Hornady was nominated from 
the floor and it was contended that 
her name should have been submitted 
to the club at a previous meeting as 
a candidate for the presidency. The 
supreme court ruled that the nomina- 
tion of Mrs. Hornady from the flour 
of the club was valid, 

The whole matter, under the de- 
cision, will be placed before the club 
in an election for the presidency 
which will be ordered by . Judge 
Humphries after he receives the re- 
mittitur of the case from the supreme 
court.

The Atlanta school department will 
end the year 1928 without a deficit, 
the first time that the new year has 
been started in the clear with regard 
to finances since 1913, according to 
R. R. Ritchie, assistant superintendent 
of schools in charge of business af- 
fairs. The budget prepared for 1929, 
which calls for $3,600,000, if ap- 
proved by the board of education and 
city council, will save Atlanta from 
the disgrace of having her high schools 
removed from the accredited list of 
the southern colleges, Mr. Ritchie 
said Saturday. 

The 1929 budget also is designed to 
relieve double sessions in approximate- 
ly 200 classes of 700 classes in the 
white division of the school system, 
and also will provide funds for re 


habilitation and repair of schools 
which, Mr. Ritchie declared, have been 
sadly neglected. All available funds 
have been used for operation purposes 
to the detriment of the maintenance 
department during the past several 
years, thus causing a general run- 
down condition of the physicial prop- 
erty of the department. 

A serious crisis will face the schools 
unless adequate funds are provided to 
make the necessary repairs during 
1929, it was pointed ont. 


| The fact that the department has 


not run into a deficit during 1928 is 
due largely to the action of city coun-

Value of $1,375,000,000; 
Double Estimate of I.C.C. 
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Differences Between U.S. 
Figures and Evaluations 
of Road Marked in Com- 
pany’s Brief. 


Washington, December 29.—(4)— 
An illustration of the huge differences 
which have arisen between government 
figures for the valuation of railroads 
and the figures evolved by railroad 
corporations for the same properties 
was given today in a brief filed by 
the Southern Pacific company with 
the interstate commerce commission, 
.The commission, proceeding under 
its view of valuation, iad tentatively 
assigned a value of $613,000,000 to the 
Southern Pacific system but the rail- 
road itself claimed in the aggregate 
a valuation figure today of $1,375,- 
000,000, an amount $762,000,000 great- 
er than the commission has been will- 
ing to allow. 

“A substantial portion of this dif- 
ference is occasioned by the applica- 
tion of different principles and meth- 
ods by the commission than those tor 
which the carriers contend,” the Sou- 
thern Pacific brief explained. “The 
major items included in the $762,000,- 
000 are: Claims relating to going con- 
cern value exceeding $85,000,000; 
claims for additional elements of value 
attaching to land exceeding $202,000,- 
000; claims for erroneous deduction 
for depreciation exceeding $146,000,- 
000: claims for deferred construction 
costs exceeding $11,000,000; claims 
approximating $18,000,000 represent- 
ing land erroneously classified as non- 
carrier. These specified claims exceed 
$462,000,000. The remaining differ- 
ence, amounting to $300,000,000 be- 
tween the values. claimed by the 
Southern Pacific and the values al- 
lowed is included in claims involving 
questions of fact as well as the appli- 
cation of correct principles.” 

Though the Southern Pacific de- 
mand for a more than doubling of 
commission valuation figure exceeds 
that made by the average of other 
railroads, in practically every case 
important railroads have insisted that 
their net worth is greatly in excess 
of the commission allowance. 

The first important test of the is- 
sue which has arisen between the 
government and the railroads will be 
staged before the supreme court next 
week, where the St. Louis and O’Fal- 
lon railroads, with the support of 
practically all the carriers in the 
United States, is contesting the val- 
uation attributed to its property. 

Under the law. after the commis- 
sion has determined the valuation of 
railroads. rates are to be made to en- 
able a 6 per cent earning upon the 
aggregate figure, and any _ railroad 
earning more than 6 per cent is liable 
to pay one-half of such excess to the 
government as excess earnings. 

The O'Fallon, since its valuation 
figures were long ago completed, was 
the first railroad to be served with 
peremptory demands for a payment of 
excess earnings to the government and 
has resisted that action by recourse to 
the courts.

time, there are only $18,691,000 out- 
standing leaving a balance of $8,756,- 
960, which could be issued before the 
maximum amount of bonds is reached. 

Many members of council take the 
position that there are many much 


needed projects for which funds must 
be supplied by additional bonds. They 
also contend that the city should bend 
itself to the maximum because of its 
rapid growth and its progress which 
make new civic improvements impera- 
tive. 

“Our committee will make an ex- 
'haustive survey of the needs of the 
icity and will consider every depart- 
iment,” Mr. White said. “When we 
have completed our work, we shall of- 
fer the paper to city council for ap- 
proval and probably will ask for the 
bond election sometime early in March. 

‘*There are many improvements 
which must be made to keep Atlanta 
in the forefront of cities of the south. 
We shall attempt to work out = an 
equitable and fair division of the avail- 
able money. 

Need Additional Facilities. 

“Schools, parks, sewers, library, the 
police department, airport and other 
departments including the fire and 
hospitals need additional facilities. It 
seems that a bond issue is the only 
feasible way in which to raise the 
money. 

“The 1926 bond issue for $8,000,- 
000, funds from which now are prac- 
tically exhausted, I believe was the 
salvation of Atlanta. The labor situ- 
ation here is better than in any other 
southern city, I have been informed 
as a result of the work provided by 
the money. ‘This assisted in bridging 
a serious period of depression and 
kept Atlanta prosperous while other 
cities throughout the country were in 
the throes of unemployment.” 

Mr. Moore declared that the finan- 
cial status of the city would not per- 
mit improvements unless funds were 
derived from other sources than cur- 
rent revenue. 

“If we are to make improvements 
commensurate with the advancement 
of the city, we must do it from bond 
funds,” Mr. Moore said. “We are 
not even able to meet demands for 
operation of the different departments 
because of the scarcity of money. 

“The finance committee will soon 
begin its work of preparing the 1929 
budget. Every department is coming 
to the committee asking for increased 
appropriations. It is impossible to 
grant them with the city’s revenue 
in its present status. 

“The finance committee is power- 
less to act without.sufficient money. 
We should float a bond issue for im- 
provements and leave enough revenue 
to provide adequate money for opera- 
tion and maintenance departments of 
the city government.

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GERMAN GEOLOGISTS 
BODY IS RECOVERED 


Scientist Believed To Have 
Hanged Self To Escape 


Starvation. 


Vienna, December 29.—(4)—A tale 
of devotion by a scientist to his call- 
ing, resulting finally in his death, 
came today from the little town of 
Fisenerz near Salzburg. Professor 
Franz Ratschuller of the Salzburg 
Technical academy, a well known geol- 
ogist and one of the most respected 
citizens of the city, vaniched two 
months ago. The mystirication of 
his acquaintances was the greater be- 
cause his life had been of the happiest 
sort. 

Today two youths bent on adven- 
ture made their difficult way down 
into a deep rocky cavern in Eisenerz 
and discovered the professor's body, 
a rope around the neck and an ex- 
tinguished candle in one hand. 

His light apparently had gone out 
and he had lost his way while at- 
tempting to explore the geologic for- 
matioh in the darkest recesses of the 
cavern. The authorities believe that 
he must have groped about in the 
darkness for at least three days and 
nights in seeking a way out because 
his body was greatly emaciated. 

Realizing finally that he was doom- 
ed and dreading the results of longer 
remaining in his damp and dark sub- 
terranean prison, the professor took 
the rope with which he had lowered 
himself into the eavern, fastened ‘a 
loop about his neck and. hanged him- 
self from a projecting rock. 

Before he took this step he wrote 
the following note: “This is a last 
farewell to my dear wife and child. 
I see nothing but darkness and death 
in front of me. I cannot be saved. 
This cavern must be my coffin. Good- 
bye.” 

His family today buried him near 
the spot where he had died while the 
weeping populace paid tribute to his 
martyrdom.

January 2 Coldest Day. 

The coldest day of the year was 
on January 2, when the mercury reg- 
istered only 1 degree above zero, and 
the wettest month was July, which 
registered almost four inches in excess 
of the average precipitation for the 
month. 

Several months have gone above 
‘and below their quota both in rain 
and temperature, but an exceedingly 
dry December will just about offset 
the precipitation excess which had 
amounted to 3.81 inches on November 
50. The average daily temperature 
deficiency which was .5 on the same 
date is not likely to be changed as 
bureau figures show the same defi- 


ciency for this month up to December 
29. 

Referring to the effect of the weath- 
er on (Georgia crops, von Herrmann 
stated that due to the fact that dur- 
ing March, April and May the rain 


'was above normal and the tempera- 
iture below, 


the farmers experienced 
some difficulty. Plowing was made 
difficult, growth was retarded and 
much cotton had to be replanted.

dam. He was Raymond F. Walter, 

, thief engineer of the United States 
reclamation offices in Denver. 

“Hm! Is that so? I haven't heard 
of the appointment,” he said whe in- 

* formed that he had been given the 
choicest assignment that an engineer 
could receive. If Mr. Walter received 
the néws with any feeling of elation 
he failed to betray it. 

“It’s going to be a big job,” he 
mused as eporters sought from him 
the story of his life and its achieve- 
ments. “It will be a seven-year task 
and will cost $165,000,000. The Pan- 
ama canal was the only comparable 
project that cost more. ‘The govern- 
ment spent nearly $400,000,000 on 
tu.at job.” 

Headquarters for the administra- 
tive and supervising work will be 
maintained in Denver, Mr. Walter 
said. The engineering staff of the 
reclamation bureau in Denver, num- 
bering about 60 men, will be the nu- 
cleus of the organization of engineers 
that will build the “am, but the staff 
. will be doubled to handle the job. 

Walter entered the reclamation 
service of the government in 1903. 
His first job was a $150 a month as- 
signment that kept him in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota for five years 
on the Belle Fourche project. Since 
then he has worked on various other 
projects of the service. Last spring 
he was a member of the commission of 
engineers that investigated the St. 
Francis dam disaster in California. 

A native of Chicago, Walter came 
to Colorado with his family when he 

“was six years old. The family went 
to Ft. Collins to live and he was edu- 
cated in the public schools. and en- 
tered thé agriculture college there im- 
mediately after graduation from the 
public high school. He is 55 years | 
of age. 

Mr. Walter’s father was a news- 
paper man in Ft. Collins. 

“T listened attentively,” he said, 
“when ranchers of the Ft. Collins dis- 
trict came into my father’s office. and 
discussed their irrigation problems. 
Thus it was only ndtural that after 
the first two years of academic work 
in the agricultural college I should 
select irrigation engineering as my 
major subject. Dr. Mead, now head 
of the reclamation service, was my 
first professor of irrigation engineer- 
ing at the college.” -

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the 
Chicago municipal courts today an- 
nounced the establishment of a new 
branch of the tribunal to be devoted 
exclusively to such cases. Judge Ol- 
son addressed a joint meeting of the 
American Political Science associa- 
tion, the American Association of Law 
Schools and the American Sociological 
society.

The new court, he said, would deal 
with “racketeering of various kinds, 
such as bootlegging, injury to. busi- 
ness and cases involving the protee- | 
tion “of racketeering and bootlegging | 
enterprises.”

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Couple Perished 
In River Rapids, 
Veteran Believes 


Peach Springs, Ariz.. December 29. 
(?)—Conviction that Glenn R. Hyde 
and his wife perished in the swirling 
waters of the Colorado river, which 
they attempted to navigate on a honey- 
moon trip, was expressed here today 
by Emery Kolb, veteran river man. 
Kolb and his’ brother Ellsworth, 
first men to navigate the Grand Can- 
yon, returned last night after a haz- 
ardous journey in the deep gorges in 
search of the venturesome Hansen, 
Idaho couple who left Bright Angel 
Trail in their home-made scow Novem- 
ber 18. The Hydes expected to reach 
Needles, Calif., about December 1. 
The river man reported that examin- 
ation of the scow used by the couple 
to shoot the river rapids indicated that 
disaster had overtaken them Decem- 
er 1, near where the craft was found, 
lodged in the rocks which clog the tor- 
tuous canyon riverbed, and where it 
was seen by army aviators who joined 
in the extensive search begun two 
weeks ago. 

Apparently testimony to the tragic 
end of the Hydes adventure was found 
in their log book, which was recovered 
with other personal effects from the 
scow. Entries in the diary, with code 
notations, recorded progress of the 
journey. 

The last notation, made on Novyem- 
ber 30, reported their arrival at a 
point 12 miles below*"Diamond Creek, 
and that they had “shot” 16 rapids 
that day. 

The location of the pilotless scow, 
14 miles below Diamond creek indicat- 
ed to the returned searchers that Hyde 
and his wife had been lost in the 
rapids within the last two miles above 
there.
